Tuelfe munlhi ago, lhal uaeasi- 
rtcu bnd,in ■coutiderahle meaau re, become 
juiitfieJ by rxperierKe ; while the alarm- 
ing condition into which lome parti uf 
the kiugdotn had been plunged by the 
failure of crops, aerred to deepen the 
gloom. The idvicei which hare reached 
ut within the last week or two, thow that 
the dreaded critit had united, lurptn- 
iog ; , in the breidth and TtoleaccohUdeTU- 
Utioni. the darktM appreheniitini whith 
had been felt, and the direst predictions 
that bad beta uttered. Howies wboae 
long standing and reputed wealth had se- 
cured for (hem unbounded confidence 
and placed them, in general esftiinalion, 
above the reach of ordinary disaster*, and 
utabliahed their commercial fame » T en in 
thia distant regivn of the woild, are now 
paraded before our eyes in the retinue of 
acknowledged bankrupts. With (lieir 
princely capitals, wj|h their ripened ex- 
perience (in tome Instance!) of perhapt a 
ceutury • growth, with the high character 
of their principals fur integrity, sagacity, 
and prudence, and with all the advantages 
of powerful connexion, they have not 
been able to w thsland the fury of the 
•lonn'i but, like their compeers of humbler 
name, have lutteted and falleu. 

The numerous extract ■ we have given 
from the Kngliah juimials will have shewn 
our readers how differently these failurei 
are accounted for by those who lire iu 
tLrir uiid*t. Some uf the public cummru- 
tatori — the TiWe rl tiieir head— 
Loidiy charge them upon inordinate 
■peculation , whilst others— .who aeetn to 
coDttllute the mnjoiity — with equal con- 
fidence charge them upon what they call 
a dejip .tic restriction uf the curreacy. U 
it nut fur ul, to far re moved from the 
acene, tu enter into the eontrorerty with 
the tpirit of partisans. We may, how- 
ever, cterciae a calm judgment upon I he 
facia and reatoaJuge thu» brought under 
our notice. Free front the eieilement'of 
those who hear the howling* qf (he tem- 
pest and behold its ravages, and having no 
linitter interests to hiaa or ditlract our 
thoughts, we arc leu likely than our 
British contemporaries to lie seduced Ihtu 
rash and untenable conclusions. 

It tee ins to ui acarcely possible lo look 
into the auuteruiit balance thrett which 
the fallen banka and mercantile hutitti 
have lubraittrd Iu tiieir crrdilon, and 
which hm been Iratutcrilied Lnlo Ihe 
London newspapers, without forming Ihe 
opiuinn that, with few eaceptLous, 
the failurei were the natural rejultt 
of iucautiuut advctiluie, Aa in- 
tUncea, thuugh extreme onei, of 
litis indiscreet riak of capital, we may 
refer (o the Royal Bank of Liverpool, 
which n said to have made uncovered 
adtancci to one houae alone to the enor- 
tnoui amount of *4J0 IXKI, betides ihr 
further tum of £20ti,0im advanced to it 
■a discuUDtt of the paper ut anaiher ui- 



Nrrwwa, ud &>., what* eath adVinMi 
10 parties in the Hauiitiiu, chiefly ona 
firm, aic Haled at »5afi7,00fJ, Olhei great 
houies, loo, and nut a few of them, have 
permitted vast amounts uf tl.fi r capital to 
become locked up in inconvertible inveit- 
menu in distant coiinlnei. It is not lo 
be wandered at that when severe com- 
mercial pretsute came, when the ordinary 
retourcea of floating trade ceaaed to flow 
onward in accustomed channels, these es- 
tablishments, Ihua crippled in the puweri 
of their own capital, should have found 
themtclvee unequtl Lo Ihe emergency. 
Shorn of that which ought to have 
been retained as their main strength, 
they sank inevitably in the advene hour. 

Nor does it appear lest obvious iq our 
judgment, that the attempt to trace these 
failurei, 01 the general monetary derange- 
ment which preceded iherri, tu the opera- 
tions of Sir Uobut Fttax't currency 
measure of 1814, ii altogether unwar- 
ranted. The ubjecl uf thai measure wai 
riot to iliminiiA ti c currency, nor lo pre- 
vent iti legitimate fjpaiuiuji. but lo stamp 
it with a tVue rahtr. It it may be laid to 
be in any senae rtitriclht, it it to only 
in the tense in which the whole economy 
of private life, ud all (he prudent eater, 
prises of trade and commerce, are restric- 
tive alio. It requires of banki of iaiue 
no more than what every honest matt 
requires of hiinielf, and looks for in his 
neighbour— that their pnmitti to pay 
■hall not exceed their ability lo pay. 
The Bank of England, for ajwnplr, it (or 
wat, until the late panic ctused Mini iter* 
break iu upon the principle to the 
extent of £4,000,000,), allowed to 
utae notes to the extant or 
«91 1,000,000 over and above the actual 
amount of gold and ailver lodged in iti 
vaults, the excett being guaranteed by Ihe 
fiovernment debt and public securities. 
So far from a vexatious restriction, this 
would seem in the eyes of sober reason to 
be as ample a licente at the tafety of the 
public and the dictate! of good faith 
could possibly sanction. Let these sound 
precautions be abltidnned — let paper 
money be allowed to flow npon the coun- 
try without full security for itt being 
what it professes to be, a representative 
which entitles the holder to fallback at 
pleasure Upon the thing represented — ai d 
Ihe currency mutt soon become a mere 
ww* of confusion and delusion. 

A judicious London con temporary, 
wcitiug On ihe 21lh October, when bank- 
ruptcy was at hit height, and the cla- 
urert againtt the measure of I HI J 
were most rampant, 1 litis expreaaea 
himself I — " It is uur decided and 
iirio conviction that matters wniikl now 
be much worse, aud that ruin would be 
much further extended among*! the moat 
helpless and innocent classes of the cuin- 
niunily.if the hanking and currency of 
the country had nut been found in its 
comparatively tafe, or, as our turrettcy- 
mougen would aay, in it* pretetit confined 
and stringent conditiun. The same ar- 
gument which went to place our cur- 
rency in its present com pat-ati rely safe state, 
tells with still more force on the neces- 
sity uf keeping it to. Fur to change it 
now— or tu extend it, at they propose — 
would be adding iujuntice and uncer- 
tainly to all the wide-spread risks 
of a currency paper that would 
not be convertible into cash, 
or that would inevitably be subjected lo 
all Ibe suipicions of in unsafe and sur- 
replitintis creation. Every addttiunal 
million of paper money brought Into cir- 
culation would displace a million uf 
sovereign*, and afford greater facilities 
and temptation! foe the export uf gold, ' 
TIk question mtal interesting, how* 
ever, to Ihe r a gonitis of New South 
Wales it, how fur are these Bri'ish de- 
rangements likely to affect tktm ? They 
muit not expect to escape icalhlet'. e)o 
g at money thall remain scarce in 
England, aud confidence shall be want- 
iog in the mercantile ind manufacturing 
circlet, so long must we ce prepared to 
see our Maple produce depressed in that 
market. Let ui calculate upon the trial, 

it, But let nun* of ut detpond. The 
revulsion trill not but for ever— it can- 
not lut long. The foundations of Uri- 
tish capital are loo broad and deep to be 
broken up by a score or two of bank- 
ruptcies. The energies of Britith enter- 
rite are too buoyant to be laid prostrate 
<y a aeasuii of adversity. All will a;aiu 
be well— and all will eventually be the 
better for the lesions inculcated by this 
flitter experience.

Thu dialunne 
fr,jm thu camp was about seven milea. Their 
curiosity w*a much cscited by the thnrcription 
of this scenery 1.1 tha lamp, and they resolved 
to judge fur themaclvea. Shortly after cheir 
departure they were overtaken by a heavy 
tbowet of rain, which decided Lleutomuit 
Lttllclialet of the 73rd Kegiment, who waa in- 
disposed, to return, and thus escaped the dread- 
ful lite that awaited hia companion*. Th« 
road to tlm mountain was along a narrowrldge, 
terminated by a deep glen, and thciico through 
a valley encumbered with nek and huah. It 
it tupbOced 1 hut the olUeera Wire alluWed to 
pain the aummii of the mountain without tee- 
ing an enemy, but they were probably watched 
by tha savages. 

In the. eming, Lt. Littlehalos became un- 
easy, expreaaiiuj hia Iran that aome aecidenl 
bad ha]ipenrd, and a party conalsting of Ca]>. 
tain Biikh.7, Military ScL_-rtlary, CnplHiin, 
tSeymoor and Homenet, the General's Aidea- 
de- Camps, and Captain Uianett, C, M. H„ 
with ten of that Cot]", started off in quint uf 
the (Hiving party i tliey ilsred not enter thin 
gli n, but Bred eevorsl rounds nt signal*, with- 
out tn*wer, and returned to the camp. At 
nridrughl a scrotirret force leii. eonMsting nf 
tiiur eninptniea rtf the 73nl Ketritnenl, accenn. 
], osi 'd by Lt. Liitlrhabja tu point out the wsy 
Mlnrtly alttr davlight the objects of theii 
t.sreh were rliscoVkred, dead, stripped, and 
asvagely motilnted- From opprnranc-o it is |

their eye* had bwn aeooped out— thair teeth 
eilrarted, anil the head or Assistant Surgeon 
Ixieh had been severed from tha body and car- 
ried away. The latter. It is aupp<saed, wu 
dragged tu noma little distance from hi* out- 
panmns, to a > 111 Doth fUt stone, andtherobe- 
Ludttl. All were stripped, snd their remain* 
I left on the spot whirrs they fell. The detd 
bodies of two Kaffir* lav at no great distance, 
killed, aa it est nmed, by these officers nt tho 
llr*l moment of attack. Tho poor fcllona 
were buried the neat day in one siotc, and 
there wits not a dry eyn present from the lie- 
neral downwards. 

It was iintiiediately decided to revenge this 
barbarous maasanre, and a large body of 
trorips under tho command of tho General 
himself and Colonel bsomenet act out to scour 
tho country. Tht. paganize of tli,. rvve wnt at- 
tempted by Colonol Somerset, but lound im- 
pracLicLtblc. In tho mean time the General 
ancorsded the fuee of tlic mountain, taking up 
hia potltion on the turnout. From this elevation 
many hundred* of cattle and Kafira were 
seon. The titter having taken up a molt 
favL»urablc position in a large bond of tho river, 
dilDeult of approach, An attack was made by 
tile Uritiah troops, nod during ty resisted by the 
Kaflin: however the former rushed [carlesslf 
over every diffieuliy, and drovo the enemy 
before them. Tieciiiy. three KarHrs wen> killed 
and double that number wounded, whilst tho 
only eiHualilica on our side waa one kerjeont 
of the I'roviaiisnal killed, and on* troop 
hone, Upwards uf three hundred hctd of 
cattle and several guns were captured from l In 
RsIBts. 

Culosul clomersct raada himself remarkable 
for hia gallantry and activity throughout tho 
engage mens. After waiting aome daya, wa 
learn by tha Zuii J/vOaai*, of the 31th Sep- 
tcmbw, that ttiis olDccr had patted the river 
Kyewith hia font,

This una 
coiTsjliOTtilesi by ciiiistabl* Laoy, who happened 
to bo in the public-house at the lime. The 
eon, table, un receiving intormsiiou look the 
prisoner intoeuatody, who iotuiediaEely swore, 

■aying " I don't catu a ! I haven't got 

the money about inc." The handkerchief was 
found on his neck when he wa* ippreliended. 
Verdict -gudly 1 sentenced to tie kept to bard 
labour on thia road* for throe yenr*. tin re. 
cesving acntenec he used some very opprsslirtou* 
language to Ihe Jury and the Court. Tue Chnir- 
man willed another year to hia sentence, but 
it nnly ilrow forth rnisre bile. 

Joseph IWilulon was indicted fur alcsJing 
same articles from the bouse of one Elia, 
Mounteny, at Uucanbeyan. Priaoner was de- 
fendt^l by Mr. Murray. It oppeircd that tho 
prisoner had gone to Mouukjny'a house during 
her auteii oe, aiui while- in a statu uf intoxica- 
tion atula the article! which were found in his 
poiscaaian. Verdict, guilty, but recommended 
to tho morcifol consitleratioil nf lire court.
